THE MENNONITE BRETHREN BIBLE COLLEGE 

The actual beginnings of M.B.B.C. go back to 1943. During 
that year a recommendation was offered to the annual Con¬ 
vention of the Canadian Conference of Mennonite Brethren 
Churches, which convened in Coaldale, Alberta, that called 
for definite action in respect to the founding of a Bible 
College in Canada. In 1944, the annual Convention voted in 
favour of the recommendation that a suitable building be 
purchased in the city of Winnipeg. The first year of a Bible 
College curriculum was offered at the Pniel Bible School 
at Winkler, Man., during the 1943-44 school year, but on 
October 19, 1944, the Mennonite Brethren Bible College (at 
its present site) officially opened its doors to a group of 
students. 

The instructors who comprised the initial faculty of the 
College were the Rev. J. Friesen, the Rev. A. J. Voth, Mr. 
Ben Horch, Mrs. Esther Horch, and the Rev. A. H. Unruh. In 
1945, the Rev. John B. Toews succeeded the Rev. A. H. Unruh 
as the school’s second President. 

The first issue of the RAINBOW, put out in 1946, presented 
the interesting story of the collective life and labours of some 
74 students. Since then, the student body has grown steadily, 
with relatively little fluctuation in number; presently (the 
first semester of 1965-66), the total enrollment of day students 
is 163, while ten full-time instructors and two part-time 
instructors are involved in the teaching program of the 
College. 

A comprehensive and up-to-date survey of the present 
distribution and areas of service of Alumni members is not 
available, but data contained in a College publicity folder 
for 1961 does supply the following information (for the period 


covering the years from 1944 to 1961): 

In missionary service 106 

In preaching and pastoral ministries 102 

In the teaching profession.241 

In music ministries 51 


In 1950, M.B.B.C. was officially recognized as a full mem¬ 
ber by the Accrediting Association of Bible Colleges. In 
1961, the College entered into an official agreement with 
Waterloo Lutheran University of Waterloo, Ontario, and 
since then arts courses, though still an integral part of the 
Bible College program, have been offered under the general 
supervision of this University and are part of the arts program 
leading to a Bachelor’s degree at Waterloo Lutheran Univer¬ 
sity. 

M.B.B.C. is controlled by a Board of Governors represent¬ 
ing the Canadian Conference of Mennonite Brethren Churches. 
Its members are elected annually, and a certain budgetary 
sum is granted by the Conference for operating expenses. 
This annual appropriation is supplemented during the year 
by offerings and gifts received from the many churches of 
our constituency. The gifts and goodwill of individuals, also, 
within our constituency are especially appreciated. May 
the number of such kind individuals increase from year to 
year!

The library contains approximately 12,500 
books. All students aid the librarian, Mr. Gies- 
brecht and his secretary in checking out and return¬ 
ing books; stacking is done as gratis work by a 
few students. 


Studies are said to be the main thing in College 
life. Classes begin at 8:30 a.m. with the same 
people enjoying the cool air and brisk walk to 
class, and the same people running to catch up. 
The doors of the old, red brick administration 
building, where nearly all classes are taught, swing 
open and closed many times, even after the bell, 
until the only sounds to be heard in the hall are a 
blending of a few voices — rising in one room, fall¬ 
ing in another, dramatic, amused, and concerned. 

But even in the Unruh building one can hear a 
class in session, and in the music lecture room hear 
a Chopin Nocturne at 8:30 in the morning. For 
that matter, you may hear someone courageously 
beginning a voice lesson, or doggedly practicing 
for one in one of the eight practice rooms. 


In the library the lights have been turned on 
by the early birds and will shine on open books, 
except during supper, until 10:30 p.m., when the 
studious stragglers are gently urged out of the 
building.

But, the lull between 9:30 and 10:00 a.m. is in¬ 
dispensable. It is a marvelous “plus even, if not 
especially, to religious studies, that that moments of 
worship may be experienced together with the 
rest of the student body. Faculty members, visiting 
missionaries, pastors, teachers, etc., guide our 
thoughts to an attitude of listening and a service 
of praise. 
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Other special times of spiritual growth were 
lectures such as the yearly Conrad Grebel Lectures. 
The topic of the lectures delivered this year, by 
J. C. Wenger, was God’s Word Written. Especially 
valuable for us was the Deeper Life Emphasis week, 
conducted in November by our professor Rev. J. J. 
Toews. The Annual Missionary Conference arranged 
by the Missions Committee took place February 
11-13. “Total Involvment,” was the motto for the 
eight meetings and the eight guest speakers were: 
Dr. Eugene Nida, Mr. Ernest Friesen, Mr. Victor 
Adrian, Mr. Alvin Voth, Mr. P. J. Funk and Mr. A. 
A. Dyck. The introductory meeting included a 
singing group in foreign dress and an excellent 
monologue, written by Mr. A. Voth and delivered 
by Victor Loewen. 

In the library displays of the Mennonite Brethren 
Mission Fields opened up discussions. 


Throughout the year, the Missions Committee also 
sponsored our bi-monthly prayer meetings for specif¬ 
ic mission fields. We enjoyed learning about the 
field we had chosen to be our concern, and corre¬ 
sponding with missionaries.
